Former Joseph H. Plumb Memorial Library 
Director Olivia Melo returned Saturday morning to help

ester library's renovation dedication. As Ms. Melo retold 
the story of the renovations to the gathering of trustees. 
Friends of the Plumb Library officers, staff, and commu- 
nity members, she thanked them for their hard work and 
commitment. 

Ms. Melo encouraged the group to keep up the 
good work, reminding them that their efforts had truly 
paid off. She praised project manager Michael Meunier 
for his careful attention to the details of the renovation 
project. 

In 2002, Rochester voted to spend $150,000 over a 
three-year period to make necessary improvements to the 
library and property surrounding it. With the first $50,000,

exterior improvements including the roof, gutters and 
windows were made. Interior improvements included 
remodeling the bathrooms so they were more parent- 
friendly and handicap accessible, she said. 

After introducing Rochester's new Library Direc- 
tor, Gail Roberts, Library Trustee Deborah Briggs and Mr.

Fairhaven Tree Sale Supports ALS

For former Mattapoisett residents Dick and 
Vivian Douglass, selling live Christmas trees that they 
cultivate on their Fairhaven farm has not only become a 
reminder of the season, but a means to raise money for 
ALS (Amyothrophic Lateral Sclerosis) research. 

This weekend the couple will host their sixth an- 
nual Christmas Tree Sale to benefit ALS on Saturday and 
Sunday, December 9 and 10 from 9:00 am to 3:00 pm at 
their farm at 100 Douglass Drive off Sconticut Neck Road 
in Fairhaven. 

'Tt was interesting, we had planted trees when 
we first moved here from Mattapoisett in 1994 ... it was an 
old farm,'' Mr. Douglass said. "We originally planted the 
trees with the intent of selling Christmas trees for some 
charitable endeavor. It just so happened that when we 
planted the first trees we learned that one of our sons was 
diagnosed with Lou Gehrig's Disease." 

This year all proceeds from the event will go to 
The Angel Fund, an independent non-profit organiza- 
tion benefiting ALS research at the Cecil B. Day Neuro- 
muscular Research Center at the Massachusetts General 
Hospital. The Day Research Center, headed by Dr. Robert 
Brown, is a world leader, conducting work into the genet- 
ics of ALS susceptibility, stem cell therapy, drug discovery 
and treatment delivery. 

"The Angel Fund is a well-established fund that 
supports the neurological research (at Mass General),"

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Mr. Douglass said. ''Our son Ken had been a patient there 
... and we got to know Dr. Brown over the years. The 
research there is pretty much on the cutting edge. There 
are really two major research facilities in the United States 
— one is Johns Hopkins and the other is Mass General.'' 

Mr. Douglass said they managed to raise about 
$17,000 over the course of two days last year and he hopes 
to meet or beat that amount this year. 

"People are very, very generous," he said. "Many 
people give far more than the $35 asking price. For many 
people it's the place to go for their Christmas tree. The last 
two years we sold approximately 350 trees. I'd say prob- 
ably about 1,000 people come through over the two-day 
period." 
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Mr. Douglass said the sale is staffed by a group 
of dedicated volunteers along with family members and 
friends and they will be providing refreshments, cider 
and coffee on both days. In addition, Santa Claus is slated 
to make a special appearance on Saturday morning begin- 
ning at 9:00 am. 

"People can walk around and pick whatever tree 
they want,'' Mr. Douglass said. "If they want to cut it, we 
supply a saw, but more often than not, we do the cutting 
for them. It helps if they have a truck — it makes their life 
easier and our lives easier. One way or another, they'll get 
(the tree) home." 

Mr. Douglass said he hopes to continue this fund- 
raising holiday tradition for years to come. 

"I plant at least 500 trees a year," he said. "I've 
opened up new areas (to plant). I wish they grew faster, 
quite frankly. Part of the problem is not all the trees grow 
at the same rate ... and not all mature. If you plant 100 you 
might only get 70 or so worth selling." 

But Mr. Douglass said there's even a market for 
some of the smaller trees, too. 

"Some people actually want a Charlie Brown 
tree," he said, "and they go off happy as a lark." 

In its first five years, the Douglass family tree sale 
raised approximately $65,000 for research into a cure or 
treatment for ALS. 

"We are pleased that the Douglass family will 
continue their unique approach to fighting a family 
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member's diagnosis of ALS, a disease commonly known 
as Lou Gehrig's Disease/' said Rich Kennedy, President 
of The Angel Fund. ''We are even more pleased that the 
Douglass family and their friends have joined The Angel 
Fund family in the fight against ALS." 

All trees are sold for a suggested donation of $35 
each. After selecting a tree, volunteers will cut it, or the 
buyers can choose to cut it themselves. Plenty of volun- 
teers will be available throughout the sale to help cut, 
carry and tie the tree to the car. Live trees for replanting 
will also be available, but the buyer must do the digging.

River who was awarded the contract bid for the Benson 
Brook Water Transmission Main Project by the Town of 
Marion earlier this year Work was slated to begin on 
the project this week, but CN Corporation is asking for 
greater leeway on the 120-day completion period as stated 
in the agreed-upon contract due to ''weather this winter'' 
and also due to a marked increase in the price of asphalt 
as quoted in the original bid. 

But Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said she has discussed 
these change order requests with both the project en- 
gineers, Tata and Howard, Inc., and Town Counsel Jon 
Witten, and they all concurred these contingencies should 
have been taken into account by CN Corporation when 
they first bid the project out. In addition, CN Corpora- 
tion filed a bid protest which further delayed the project 
start time as the original bids were opened on May 31, 
2006; and any potential hold-ups due to weather condi- 
tions "could be considered toward the end of the contract 
time," according to a written response from Patrick S. 
O'Neale of Tata and Howard. 

"Based on all this we are recommending that you 
not approve any of these change orders," Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock said. 

"I'm just worried that somewhere else down the 
line they're going to 'get us,'" Selectman Blanchette said. 

"That's very possible, but I don't know what 
they're going to do if we don't approve this," Chairman 
Jeffrey said.

The number of grapes or raisins necessary to 
cause this problem is unknown and seems to vary with 
the dog. The cause of this problem is unknown. 

Xylitol is a low calorie sugar alcohol found in many 
diet products including sugarless gums (Orbit, Trident) 
and candies, breath mints, sugar free jello, children's 
vitamins and some toothpastes. Problems reported 
include low blood sugar and liver damage leading to 
death in dogs following ingestion of products con- 
tained xylitol.

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Laser Treatment of Spider Veins 

Spider veins are networks of small veins 
in the skin. While some people do report 
that the veins are uncomfortable, causing a 
buming or itching sensation, they are in no 
way dangerous. Spider veins do not cause 
a disability nor are they indicative of any 
other disease.

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The Fountain, Starring Hugh Jackman and Rachel Weisz. 
Directed by Darren Aronofsky. Running time: 96 minutes.

Izzi (Rachel Weisz) wants her husband Tom (Hugh Jackman) to walk 
with her in the first snowfall of the year, as they've always done. He would 
like to, but he can't: he's busy trying to find a cure for the brain tumor 
that's killing her. The Fountain, a visually enthralling and emotionally 
overpowering fantasia by writer-director Darren Aronofsky {Pi, Requiem 
for a Dream), seems to have baffled many impatient critics and left many 
audiences cold. At this point, a lone reviewer's quest to save the movie is 
almost as challenging as Tom's quest to rescue Izzi. But I will try, and I 
will state it plainly: If you have ever taken my advice to see a movie and 
found yourself grateful you'd seen it, please go see The Fountain before 
it leaves theaters. I don't do this often, but there may not be much time 
left. 

Aronofsky has fashioned a spiritual triptych out of the story's main 
conflict, a doctor's drive to discover a remedy for his dying wife. Izzi 
is writing a book, called The Fountain, about a conquistador (Jackman) 
whose queen (Weisz) sends him to find the Tree of Life, whose sap gives 
eternal life. There is also the tale of a futuristic man (Jackman) speeding 
across the cosmos in a bubble that also contains the Tree. Yet underneath 
all the symbolic trappings is a very simple parable about how love can 
transcend death because it gives life meaning. That's what Tom, throwing 
himself into research and missing his chance to spend time with Izzi in 
her final days, must learn. 

I admired Aronofsky 's 1998 debut Pi, but his 2000 Requiem for a 
Dream seemed trendy and shallow, not honestly felt. The Fountain is 
Aronofsky's triumph, an intoxicating blend of luscious cinematography 
(by Remi Adafarasin) and brooding score (by Clint Mansell). Every 
frame hums with passion; like 2001 and Solaris (both versions), this is 
an art film in sci-fi dress, speaking eternal truths in the language of light 
shows . The actors shoulder the three-story burden effortlessly. By now we 
know Rachel Weisz can be winsome and enchanting, but here she brings 
a brittle kind of bliss to a woman who has come to terms with her own 
passing. The real revelation is Hugh Jackman, who jumps without fear 
into the sort of role that could've turned him into a laughingstock — he 
brings emotional urgency and transparency to the saga.

The Fountain is a fragile egg, easily cracked in cynical times. It's 
sure to be misread as a soft-headed, muddled New Age treatise, but 
what it actually has to say is a good deal more tough-minded: that you 
had better love honestly and well in this life, because you don't get a 
do-over. Death can be transcended but not conquered or denied. In all 
three incarnations, Tom is in perpetual motion, running away from his 
loved one towards something he believes will guarantee eternal life with 
her. Even his future- self — having lived centuries thanks to his medi- 
cal breakthrough — turns away from the spirit of Izzi to hurtle through 
space towards Xibalba, the dying nebula wherein, he believes, he will be 
reunited with Izzi. But really the future Tom exists only in Tom's mind 

— a cautionary tale of a literal bubble boy, sealed off from life and fixated 
on an impossible dream — just as the conquistador Tomas lives only in 
Izzi's imagination. As in The Fisher King, the characters construct fantasy 
to process painful reality. The results may strike some as pretentious and 
others, like me, as adventurous and desperately moving. 

Approach The Fountain as a love story informed by a grab bag 
of philosophies — Christian, Buddhist, Pagan, Mayan, take your pick 

— with sumptuous images to match, and you'll have the key to its eternal 
life. It's really nothing more complicated than the story of a couple, one 
of whom embraces life and so embraces death as a part of life, the other 
of whom tries to control life and death and is ill-equipped to deal with 
either. It's a simple story told with Zen directness, its fingers deep in the 
age-old questions, its eyes and ears wide open to the sensual potential of 
cinema. For my money. The Fountain is the best that American film has 
to offer this year. If more movies equally daring and powerful are to be 
made, this one needs your support.

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Gentleman Jim 



Having covered politics and small- town government 
in the tri-town area for nearly 20 years now, I've learned a 
couple of things. One, I don't ever want to be a politician 
and, two, if I were to become a politician, I'd need to get 
some real broad shoulders and a sharp sense of humor. 

I could readily rattle off a list of town officials I've en- 
countered over the years as prime examples of those who 
have learned to take the high road when it comes to public 
scrutiny and simply do what needs to be done whether it's 
the popular choice or not ... and located somewhere high on 
that list would be James Huntoon — former Mattapoisett 
Selectman, current Mattapoisett Water/Sewer Commissioner, 
and now former Rochester Town Administrator. 

For the past eight years , Mr. Huntoon — or, as he prefers 
to be called, "Jim" — has been the "go-to" guy in Rochester 
as the community's second-ever Town Administrator. After 
initially hiring the fully competent but ultimately incompat- 
ible Russell Dean as Town Administrator, Rochester officials 
found a much better fit in someone living just one town over. 
Indeed, Jim had previously served as a Selectman himself 
in Mattapoisett, so he not only knew the workings of small- 
town government, he knew the specific workings of ^r/-town 
government intimately. 

There are some in Rochester who may not have liked 
Jim's managerial style or his seemingly-cavalier attitude 
toward less-pressing matters, but few can deny his impact on 
the town over the past decade. At a crucial time of transition 
when a more heavy-handed approach only ruffled feathers, 
Jim was able to come into Rochester and provide some sem- 
blance of order with his even-tempered way of handling the 
day-to-day trials and tribulations that accompany the job. 

What some viewed as Jim's devil-may-care attitude was 
actually his means to an end: to him it just made sense to 
face obstacles head-on and deal with problems before letting 
them fester and grow into potentially larger conundrums. 
And Jim was very much responsible for turning what had 
been a dedicated but only part-time and somewhat disorga- 
nized Town Hall staff into a more refined and professional 
full-time crew. 




The Town of Rochester can today be viewed as work- 
ing on the same level playing field as her sister towns of 
Mattapoisett and Marion and much of that can be directly 
attributed to James Huntoon's influence. In a recent interview 
he cited some of the many building projects he oversaw as 
among his proudest achievements, but I think Jim's true 
lasting legacy in Rochester will actually be his success at 
changing how the town views itself. The former mantra of 
"that's how we've always done things here" has gradually 
been replaced with "this is how we do things here now.'' 

And on a personal level, you couldn't ask for a better 
"people person" than James Huntoon. He pretty much per- 
sonified the idea that you can agree to disagree with someone 
and still manage to respect and appreciate their point of view 

— which was an integral part of his being able to deal with 
many of the town's lifelong residents who were decidedly 
set in their ways. Indeed, Jim even managed to win over 
many of these hardened individuals with his personable and 
easy-going manner. 

From a resident with a dog problem, to a developer jug- 
gling permits, to a Selectman faced with irate constituents, 
to a member of the press seeking answers — Jim treated 
one and all with the same aplomb and common courtesy. I 
never once felt I was being fed a "line" when talking to Jim 

— which is something I can't honestly say about many town 
officials — and I always knew I'd be treated with respect. 

It is with the same mutual respect that I bid James Hunt- 
oon a fond farewell and offer him a well-deserved "thanks" 
on behalf of the new and improved Town of Rochester.

It was 
created early on to also help a town wide 150th/ Sesqui- 
centennial Planning Committee build interest and support 
for the upcoming celebration now in the planning stage 
for August, 2007. 

These stickers may be purchased at various loca- 
tions, including the Town Clerk's Office, the Historical 
Society Museum, the Council on Aging (COA) Senior 
Center and from members of the Commission. The $2 
donation helps finance the Commission's grand "Birthday 
Party" being slated for May 24, 2007, which will specifi- 
cally recognize and commemorate the actual date of the 
town's Incorporation in 1857. 

The Commission hopes that the town's heritage 
of will and fortitude still exists and the stickers encourage 
all to celebrate Mattapoisett and its colorful history!
